EARLY GLOSING BY-LAW 
BLOCKED IN MONTREAL 


Liquor Interests in Montreal Council 
Present Passage of Bill for Clos- 
ing of Bars at Seven on Saturday 
Nights and Ten O'clock the Rest 
of the Week. ‘ 


Montreal, Jan. 14.—At the meeting 
of the city council this afternoon a 
big fight was put up by a group of 
aldermen representing the liquor in- 
terests against the early closing y- 
law, which all saloons in Montreal 
would be closed at ten o’clock on or- 
dinary week nights, and seven o'clock 
on Saturday nights. The third and 
final reading was to have been carried 
today. but by a series of obstruction 
iacties, the by-law was blocked and 
practically rendered useless. 

This was done by a motion amend- 
ing the hours of closing and was 30 
worded that Alderman Carter and 
those supporting him, who objected 
to the proposed changes, were aston- 
ished to find thit by defeating the 
amendment they had also defeated 
the main clause of the by-law. 

There is no doubt whatever that 
the greet majority of the aldermen 
were in favor of the measure which 
was eventually to become law in Mon- 
treal, The council adjourned until 
Tuesday when an endeavor will be 
made to get the adverse vote Te-con- 
sidered, though it is possible that 
the rules of proceedure will foree tae 
holding ever of the by-law till fhe new 
council is elected in February.

FIERCE STORM RAGING 
OVER ATLANTIC COAST 


More Than Twelve Inches of Snow 
Has Fallen, as Much as Has 
Fallen Ouring All the Rest of the 
Winter—Lightship .Brenks Away 
From Moorings. 


New York, Jan. 6.—The storm 
which has held the Eastern part of 
the United States in its grip for 
thirty-six hours will be continued 
throughout today according to the 
prediction of Forecaster Scarr, of the 
local weather bureau, late last nigh. 
Searr also authorizes the statement 
that this sterm has attained the pro- 
portions of a blizzard. 

“Up to & o'clock tonight a «ttle 
more than. twelve inches of snow had 
fallen, but the sleet has beaten it 
down to 9.2 inches.

A RESERVE FUND. 

The City Auditor read a paper a few 
Ways ago to the Chartered Accountants’ 
@tudent Association, which, though 
prepared for bookkeepers, contains 
mahy suggestions of general interest 
on the subject of municipal fin: 
ame, Perhaps the most interesting 
of these is a reference to establishing 
a resetve fund as working capital and 
to provide against adverse conditions 
in the money market. A suggestion of 
this character was included in the 
Auditor's remarks in the last annual 
report. 

Cities usually carry on their buei- 
ness on ‘borrowed money. Every city 
does so jor a latge part of the year. 
This money is usually borrowed from 
the banks at the rates then obtain- 
able. Perhaps it is ‘because cities us- 
ually find ready accommodation in 
such matters that they rely on the 
banks so strongly. Yet this leaves 
them liable to unpleasant experience 
when a@ stress of unusual proportions 
falls on the financial realm and makes 
borrowing tard or expensive. We 
had a touch of this three years ago. 
But the experience we then had was 
only @ taste compared to what might 
de encountered in quite possible cir- 
cumstances. For instanee, should a 
war break out in which Britain was 
involved, the financial system of the 
world would be immediately and pow 
ertully affected. We should then find 
it hard to get. money at all, and would 
certainly have to pay dearly for any 
we did get. Supposing such condi- 
tions came upon us when we had a 
Jarge undertaking, or severa) of them, 
under wey. aud oniy partially com- 
pleted. We would be in for trying to 
borrow largely from sources which 
had littie to lend and which natur- 
ally would demand a large interest on 
any sums they advanced. By relying 
thus on our ability to always borrow 
when we need we are ‘playing: the 
market” as it were and are liable to 
find ourselves in a corner irom which 
it. would be difficult and expensive to 
ewape. 

We could avoid this position, Mr. 
Richardson points out, by creating a 
reserve fund and placing in it am’ 
surplus of revenue left aiter the ox- 
penditures for eech year had been 
made, inchiding any surplus from a 
publio utilitr. This would provide 
a fund from which money could be 
Dorrowed from time to time to carry 
on works pending the sale of deben- 
tures and to finance the general activi 
ties of the City until the year’s taxes 
were paid. On this amount in- 
terest could be allowed at a flat rate of 
say tive per cent. This would give 
ths City temporary loans at some- 
thing leas than the interest commonly 
ch@rged and would free it from the 
fluctuations of the money market. Up 
t» that amount, the City would always 
beable to get money, and would al- 
ways be able to get it at a mormal rate 
Of interest. 

Another result would be to secure 
to each utility an increasing reserve 
tund of its own, from which its ex- 
tensions could be financed yntil de- 
bentusws were sold. To accumulate 
the surplusses in this way would be 
a departure from the rule that @ sur: 
plas in any utility should be the sig- 
ta’ for a cut in the rates, But this 
tule is an unsafe one in any event, 
witness last year’s deficits following 
a out id charges for electric light. 
It woyld be much better to allow a 
reasonabl sum to eccumulate to the 
credit of cach utility than to keep 
these slways on the brink of @ deficit 
ani Pan Ghances on their not toppling 
over, | 

The financial stability of our trad- 
ing, enterprises concerns every man 
who pays taxes, for a portion of 
those taxes goes to pay: interest and 
principle of borrowed money, and the 
more solid our utilities the more fay- 
orebe the terms on which we can 
berfow meacy. The more successful 
they wre financially the easier it will 
b: to get money with whidh to extend 
them.. Amd us the City stands ‘behind 
them and lieble dor them, its credit 
tot; must be afivcted by the results o1 


year by year, or just manage to break 
even, we must expect to aee guspicion 


them less willing to risk their money 
with us. But if these utilities pay 
their wey and something more year 
after year we may as confidently ¢x- 
pect that this fact will have a -vas- 
suring effect on the bond purchasers, 
will show them that we are running 
business enterprises. in @ business way 
and that our so‘veney so far from Le- 
ing threatened by these is made more 
étable by them. 

The reserve system is used by «tt 
banks very largely. Some of them 
have reserve funds as large as tly ir 
paid-up capital. These reserve fun is 
consist of mouey earned by the ‘nsti- 
tutions aml which might have Leen 
paid out in dividenas, but which in- 
stead of being so paid out was turned 
into the business, It is really 2 sum 
composed of profits, turned in to earn 
mete profits. The City of course? is 
no. like a bank, a money-mixing 
concern, and is not supposed to be, 
Tut it is none the leas advicable tiat 
it economize where economy ‘s pus. 
sible. And our trading concerns should 
be run as though they were intena:i 
1 make money and not Jose it, though 
the object should be to make cnly a 
fair margin and to give as much ser 
vice as is consisient with this. 

The Winnipeg Telegram resents with 
warmth the idea that Mr. Borden 
agrees with the Government's naval 
Proposals, but fails to tell us what 
poliqgy Mir.

Monk presents to the world by rais- 
ing a voice of protest whew his fellow 
members propose that Canada sha’! 
cease being a burden on the people 
of the British Isles. It was to be hop 
ed that on this question a unanimous 
House would declare to the world 
Canada’s intention of bearing her 
share of the common burden.

reme contest, that of 1831, when the 

louse of Commons passed the reiorm 
bill, which was thrown out by the 
House of Lords on the &th of October. 
Two months before, the Rev. Sydney 
Smith hae written to Lord Grey: “You 
may be sure that any attempt of the 
Lords to throw out the bill will be 
the signal for the most energetic re 
sistence from one end of the Kingdom 
to the other.” When this propheay 
was fulfilled, and violence and dis- 
order broke out in Manchester, Lecds, 
and other great industrial centres, 4 
public meeting was held at Taunton 
to protest against the action of the 
Lords, and to express winabated con- 
fidence in the Commone. On that oc- 
casion the Rev, Sydney delivered much 
the most famous of his many political 
speeches, Here is part of what he 
said, iftroducing a figure today as 
iamiliar as any proverb in the Eng- 
lish tongue :— 

“T have no more dovbdt, before the 
winter, that this ‘bill will pass, than I 
have that the annual tax bills will 
pass, and greater certainty then this 
ho man ean have, for Franklin telis 
us that but two things are certain in 
this world: death and taxes. As for 
the possibility of the House of Lords 
preventing ere long, a reform of parlia- 
ment, I hold it to be the most absurd 
notion that ever entered the human 
imagination. I do not mean to be 
disrespectful, but the attempt of the 
Lords tof stop the progress cf .c.crm 
reminds me very forcibly of the great 
storm of Sidmouth, and of the con- 
duct of the excellent Mrs, Partington 
on that occasion. In the winter of 
1824, there set in a great flood upon 
that town—the tide rose to an. inered- 
ible height—the waves rushed in upon 
the houses, and everything was threat- 
ened with destruction. In the midst 
of this sublime and terrible storm. 
Dame Partington, who fived upon 
the beach, was seen at the door of 
her house, with mop and pattens, 
trundling her mop, squeezing out the 
sea water, and vigorously pushing 
away the Atlantic ocean. The Atlantic 
was roused. Mrs. Partington’s spirit 
was up; but I need not tell you that 
the contest was unequal, The Atlantic 
ocean beat Mrs. Partington. She was 
excellent at a slop, or a puddle. but 
she should not have meddled with a 


tempest. Gentlemen, be at your ease— 
be quiet and steady. You will beat 
Mrs. Partington.” 


Fifty years afterward the reception 
accordéd this speech was described by 
Robert Arthur Kinglake, brother of 
the historian of the Crimean war: 
“The house rose, the people cheered, 
and teats of superabundant laughter 
trickled down the cheeks of fair wo- 
men and veteran reformers.”

But the Prime Minister chose oth¢r- 
wise. He had séen_ too much of his 
work as a lawyef, and knew too well 
the mettle of the man, to assign him 
to routine work. The Budget hail 
not been long before the ouse of 
Commons when @ new voice began to 
be heard expondi it now in Edin- 
burgh, now in London, now in Aber- 
deen. It was the clear, penetrating 
voice of the new Scottish Lord-Ad- 
vocate. 

In one of hi» speeches he contrast- 
ed Tariff Reform with the Budget 4 
a scheme for producing revenue. He 
presented a statement of the utmo:t 
possible revenue from the proposed 
tariff on imports. That revenue wouid 
be inadequate to the expenditures, 
and one of the interests in danger of 
suffering from latk of revenue was the 
old-age pensions. This danger was 
the more ominous because influential 
supporters of Mr. Balfour were ope. 
ly and irreconcilably opposed to old- 
age pensions as being so¢ialistic. 

This argument in favor of the Gov- 
ernment’s policy as opposed to the 
Protection policy of the Conservatives 
was being listened to.

R. B. Welliver, president of the Red 
Deer curling club, welcomed the visiting 
curlers to Red Deer, which was respond- 
ed to by several of the visitors. TY. A. 
Gaetz and Chief Rothuie furnished a 
couple of songs each. 

In the latter part of the evening, a 
bit of interesting curling history was 
brought out. It seems that the Red 
Deer curling club is. the owner of eight 
pair of old iron curling stones, that 
have quite a history and are entitled 
to be classed as old timers. By putting 
together information which different 
ones at the banquet cquld give it appears 
that Jim McDonald, now dead, brought 
these old stones, the heaviest of which 
weighs sixt-two pounds, from Winnipeg 
to Calgary, and hence freighted them 
across the prairie to Madmonton in the 
year 1885, just twenty-five years ago. 
These sixteen ‘stones will weigh about 
eight hundred pounds, so there must 
have been soxie  pyetty enthusiastic 
curlers in tse early days, when they 
were willing to go to the trouble and 
expense of shipping the stones from 
Winnipeg to Calgary, and freight them 
overland for two hundred miles. Among 
the old time curlers who used = these 
stones in the early days of curling in 
the northwest were Jim Kelley, Jim 
Stewart, Jim and Tom Lauder, all of 
Edmonton; warden Matt, McCauley of 
the Edmonton penitentiary; W. G. Wil- 
son, now in the transfer business ‘in In- 
isfail; and it is said that the Hon. Frank 
Oliver used to close up his printing of- 
fice and go down .to watch them curl 
with the new stones. From Edmonton 
the stones were taken to Innisfail, and 
que intothe possession of the Red Deer 
club at a latter date, where they have 
remuined until the present time. Prior 
to their being brought to Edmonton they 
were used on the river at Winnipeg. 
Councillor Geo. Lundy of Innisfail being 
one of the old Winnipeg curlers. The 
Red Deer curling club voted to present 
a pair of these old stones to the Innis- 
fail club, and to ask Councillor Lundy 
to write out the full history of the 
stones, so far as he knew it, for the 
Red Deer club; same to be preserved »y 
pthe club,
